REMARKS 

Claims 32-40, 42-52, 54-57, 59, 60, and 62-67 are presented 
for consideration by the Examiner. In the Office Action mailed May 
12, 2004, claims 42, 43 and 65-67 were allowed. Claims 47, 53, 57, 

58, 60, 61, 63, and 64 were indicated as being allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. Claims 32-40, 44-46, 48-52, 54-56, 

59, and 62 were rejected. 

In the amendments above, allowable claims 47, 57, and 64 have 
been re-written in independent form and are therefore believed to 
be in condition for allowance. Also, the subject matter of 
allowable claim 53 has been incorporated into independent claim 32. 
Accordingly, claim 32 is believed to be allowable. Dependent 
claims 33-36, 45, 46, 48-52, and 54-57 depend from claim 32 or a 
claim depending from claim 32 and are therefore also believed to be 
allowable. Similarly, the subject matter of allowable claim 58 has 
been incorporated into independent claim 37. Accordingly, claim 37 
and dependent claims 38, 59, and 60 are believed to be in condition 
for allowance. Also, the subject matter of allowable claim 61 has 
been incorporated into independent claim 39, such that claim 3 9 and 
dependent claims 40, 62 and 63 are believed to be in condition for 
allowance. Claims 41, 53, 58, 61, 68, and 69 have been canceled. 
Accordingly, all the remaining claims, including claims 32-40, 42- 
52, 54-57, 59, 60, and 62-67 are believed to be in condition for 
allowance . 
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The amendments made herein are without prejudice to any 
future submission of the original claims in a subsequent 
application.
